on July 25, 1923. A condition of 76 
on August I would forecast a crop 
of more than one million bales. If 
renditions continue normal a crop 
of around 1.130,00 bales should be 
harvested. 
Cotton has gone forward during 
the last 16 days. Rainfall ha* been 
generally sufficient, except in por­ 
tions of the extreme west and south. 
Rains haw been somewhat local and 
no general rains have fallen. Sun­ 
shine has been ample. Probably the 
worst single damage to cotton this 
year is the grasshopper. There has j 
been considerable damage in the 
west. southwest and certain portions 
of the south, however, cotton is get­ 
ting large enough to be beyond 
grasshopper damage. The crop start­ 
ed out about three weeks late this 
year and was probably two weeks 
late on July 16. It has been advanc­ 
ing rapidly since that date and at 
present it is not more than ten days 
late, probably a week late would 
be more accurate. A good genera! 
rain would be beneficial at the pres­ 
ent time. The plant is blooming in 
ail sections of the state. Grown bolls 
are noted in the southwest, south 
and southeastern portions of the 
state. The crop is ffuiting freely. 
Judging by our correspondents’ 
replies, the boll weevil menace ap­ 
pears to be ever less than it was a 
month ago.
